Opportunity No. 7. A_ widow, 
Mrs. P. and five children. A woman 
who has fought, bravely, for six 
years to hold the home together and 
keep her children with her. She was 
helped to do this, during the year 
past, by a contribution of $25 a 
month from the Berean Bible Class 
of the West End’ Baptist church 
and from the general fund. Sara, 
the eldest girl,.a brilliant scholar 
and splendid girl, will be ready, in 
another year,’ to go to work and 
help assume the burden of family 
support.

Mrs. A, 
with a baby girl, Joan, was living 
with relatives who, bitterly poor 
themselves, weren’t very kind to the 
young mother and her baby, whose 
added mouths meant just two more 
to be fed. A group of the fellows in 
the office got together “‘The Comfsti- 
tution Gang,” and provided the $18 
a month that gave financia] inde- 
pendence tp the young mother.

finished his prison term. He got a 
job on release and, by abtlity and 
hard work, won two increases of 
salary. He is now not only fully sup- 
porting his wife and their baby, but 
has reimbursed the relatives for the 
expenses to which they were put. He 
has won his way back into the good 
graces of his own, and of his wife's 
family.

Qne Year More. 

This anonymons friend came to 
the rescue, last Christmastime, and 
he has given $25 a month ever since 
to bridge the gap between Mrs. I.’s 
income and her needs. “One more 
year will see us on our feet.” she 
says. “Helen, my oldest girl,” will 
be able then to help.” 

Opportunity 12. The Constitution 
Gang and the general fund took 
care of Mrs. R. and her family of 
five Jast year. Soon, they hope. 
help will be no longer needed. The 
eldest. boy is trying hard to find 
work, while he continues his school 
studies to educate himself as munch 
as possible in the meantime. This 
family has been held together for 
a year by the contribution of $20 a 
month. <A continnance of this $20 
is necessary for a little while long- 
er. Surely. from some one, it will 
be fortheoming.

Germans Arrested 


In Moscow. 


at has now become known that the 
number of German citizens arrested 
in various cities of the Soviet Union 
is 31. They are charged with espion- 
age, terroristic designs against’ the 
government and Fascist propaganda. 
Although the German ambassador 
asked for more explicit information, 
it was denied him. M. Litvinoff hint- 
ed that it did not concern him and 
that he must wait until the G. P. U. 
makes the charges public in detail. 

This means that we are going to see 
another big trial in Moscow. But 
even as the last trial of the British 
engineers caused England to break off 
diplomatic relations with Russia, Ger- 
many might folow this example. Ger- 
many is not in the mood to stand for 
much affront from Russia, no matter 
whether those arrested are guilty or 
not. That it will come to a war be- 
tween the two great rivals is not like- 
ly. The Reich is not ready for such 
an eventuality and the Reichswehr 
even opposes a break. 

Nor can Germany do withont Rus- 
sian iron ore and other basic mate- 
rials indispensable to her colossal 
campaign. - For unheliev- 
ahle as it may sound, it is Russia 
which is arming Germany, in spite of 
the fact that if Germany has Any ag- 
gressive designs at all, these certainly 
are directed against Moscow. The 
latest incident will only serve to in- 
crease the bitterness hetween Moscow 
and Berlin and also increase the ten- 
sion in Europe.

While most intelligent folk are 
aware of the “anger of carbon monox- 
ide poisoning from the exhaust of the 
automobile engine, many are not yet 
fully apprised of the monoxide hazard 
in numerous everyday circumstarces. 

Natural gas contains no carbon 
monoxide but may produce it in burn- 
ing if the combustion is faulty, as will 
be described later. Artificia] gas con- 
tains considerable carbon monoxide. 
Carbon monoxide is produced by the 
incomplete combustion of wood, char- 
cal, coal, coke, oil, gas or gasoline 
o1 keroseae, especially where the draft 
or damper is closed, or where the hot 
tlame from any such fuel strikes a 
cold surface; or where soot or carbon 
accumulates about the burner and be- 
comes red hot or incandescent; or 
where iron becomes red Hot. 


Carbon monoxide itself is 
odorless, tasteless, and not even slight- 
ly irritating. It is death without 
warning. Where a victim is overcome 
less abruptly there may be some such 
warning as intense frontal headache, 
but more often the victim becomes 
powerless—‘‘frozen”—to help himself 
or even to call for help and passes at 
once into a coma. 


Gas-fired type metal heating pots 
for linotype machines are frequent 
sources of chronic carbon monoxide 
poisoning. Frontal] headache, nausea 
and general malaise are characteristic 
symptoms of chronic monoxide poison- 
ing. The victims show a peculiar pal- 
lor. yet when their blood *‘s examined 
both the red cell count and the hemo- 
globin are found -cather higher than 
normal. Carbon monoxide combines 
with the hemoglobin in the blood and 
50 excludes oxygen; the bone marrow 
and other blood-generating tissues re- 
act by producing a greater amount of 
red corpuscles and hemoglobin to 
compensate for the anoxemia or oxy- 
gen deficiency of blood and tissues. 
Unfortunately carbon mon-:xide bas a 
stronger affinity for hemoglobin than 
has. oxygen The hemoglobin. you will 
probably not remember, is rhe constit- 
uent of the blood, chiefly in the red 
corpuscles, that carries oxygen from 
lungs to body cells and conveys back 
from body cells to lungs the carbon

Heart Trouble. 

Kindly tell me if heart trouble and 
heart failure is the same thing. (Mrs 
F. M. McD.) 

Answer —The terms are loosely ap- 
plied. Perhaps “‘heart trouble” gener- 
ally means some disease of the heart. 
“Heart failure’ may occur in many 
conditions, such as shock, hemorrhage. 
exhausting illness, extreme overexer- 
tion or poisoning, where tkere is no 
disease of the heart. Slow heart fail. 
ure, however, commonly goes with 
myocarditis or supervenes npon valru 
lar disease. 

Be Kind to Your Dogs.

A member of the Giltner family 
pointed out nearly all members of the 
girl's social set had been married, and 
that Hope Morgan “knew the marriage 
would leave her as the last Of the 
stoup. She may have felt intensely 
alone.” 

There also was a background of 
family tragedy. Miss Morgan’s § 18- 
year-old brother died after a fal] that 
broke his back two years ago. Her 
mother died a year later.

Disbanding of U. D. C. Chapter 
Is Regretted by Mrs. W. D. Lamar 


Historian-General, of United Daughters of Confederacy, 
at Columbus, Says She Favors Reprinting Three 
Books Written About Confederacy. 


COLUMBUS, Ga., Dec. 9.—(4)— 
Mrs. Walter D. Lamar, of Macon, 
historian general of the United Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy, in an inter- 
view here this morning termed as “a 
real tragedy” the recent disbanding of 
the Wrightsville chapter “because the 
graves of the Confederate soldiers were 
all marked and the last veteran dead.” 

Mrs. Lamar, who has recently been 


indorsed by state organizations 
throughout the country for the office 
of president general of the D. C., 
came to Columbus to speak to the Liz- 
zie Rutherford chapter this afternoon. 
The subject of her talk, she said, was 
made for her by the recent action of 
the Wrightsville chapter. 

“It is shocking,” said Mrs. Lamar, 
“that any group of women should 
take so shallow a view of the duties 
of a Daughter of the Confederacy. 
The fact that the Confederate veter- 
ans are fast dying out makes more 
urgent the real work ef the U. D: C. 
—that of keeping green the memory 
of the valor of the men and women 
of the south and preserving the ideals 


of the Confederacy as a priceless heri- 
tage for generations to come. 

“Tf the work of the Hallie Huff 
chapter in @Vrightsville is completed,” 
continued Mrs. Lamar, “why do we 
have the Colonia] Dames, the D. A. 
R.? They were organized after the 
veterans were dead, but the women 
saw that if America was to be a coun- 
try of ideals, if it would build up its 
proud history, the deed of its men 
should be preserved.” 

Mrs. Lamar turned from the topic 
of the Wrightsville chapter, to the 
work of the U. D. C. of the historical 
department of which she is chairman. 
That department would have reprint- 
ed three great works of the Confed- 
eracy that are now out of print,” she 
said. 

Mrs. Lamar listed them as: “The 
Rise and Fall of the Confederacy,” 
by Jeff Davis; “The War Between 
the States,” by Alexander Stephens, 
and “Service Afloat,” by Raphael 
Seemes. Funds from this work would 
come from the Jeff Davis foundation, 
the establishment of which Mrs. La- 
mar terms the most constructive work 
of the historical department under her 
leadership.

Skinner Says 
G.I. A. A. Will Decide. 


AUGUSTA, Ga., Dec. 9.—(#)— J. . 
Skinner, of Augusta, president of Di- 
vision “A” of the Georgia Interschol- 
astic Athletic Association, said _ to- 
night “Lanier High’s protest against 
eligibility of certain Riverside football 
players probably will be turned back 
to the G. I. A. A.’s executive commit- 
tee for final disposition.” 

Skinner dictated the statement to 
the Augusta Chronicle following 
Jong-distance telephone 
with Mark Smith, president of the 
State High School Athletic Associa- 
tion, into whose hands the question 
fell after the G. I. A. A. executive 
committee ruled at a meeting here 
last Sunday the protest ‘‘reached the 
committee too late for action.” 

Lanier officials filed an appeal as 
soon as tle committee's decision was 
announced, 


COMMITTEE POWERLESS. 

The committee held it was power- 
less to act because of a G. I. A. A. 
by-law which specifies “protests must 
be in the hands of proper authorities 
on or before October 18.” 

The championship of the G. I. A. 
A., which went to Riverside as a mat- 
ter of games won and lost, was held 
in abeyance pending a final decision 
of the executive committee. 

Skinner snid he planned to call an- 
other meeting of the committee to be 
held here Saturday “‘to dispose of the 
protest.” 

In remanding the-matter back to 
the execntive committee, Skinner gaid 
Smith indicated the G. I. A. A. had 
ro authority to pass a rule in conflict 
with those of the parent body. A rule 
of the Georgia association, Skinner 
pointed out, would permit investiga- 
tion of a player's eligibility at any 
time. 

SKINNER’S STATEMENT. 

Skinner's statement to the Chron- 
icle follows: 

“Mark Smith, president of the 
Ceorgia High School Athletic Asse 
Ciation, indicated to me in a long-dis- 
tance cvonversation tonight he would 
order the executive committee of J):- 
vision “A” of the Georgia Interscho- 
~lastie Athletic Association to reopen 
Lanier’s protest against Riverside. 

“In making known his attitude, 
Mr. Smith said the G, I, A. A. had 
no authority to pass a rule which 
conflicts with those of the parent as- 
sociation, The G, I. A. A.’s rule re- 
quiring protests such as I.anier's to 
he filed prior to October 18 is in di- 
rect conflict with the rules of the 
Georgia Athletic Association.”

Doctors Check Papal Heart- 
beats To See if Pontiff 


May Rise. 


VATICAN OITY, Dec. 9.—()— 
Physicians attending the 79-year-old 
Pope Pius XI kept a careful check 
on his heartbeats tonight to determine 
whether he will be able to sit up in 
a chair tomorrow. 

_Although Vatican announcements' 
said the pontiff was gaining strength 
in his fight against the partial leg 
paralysis and the infirmities of old 
age which have kept him in bed since 
Saturday, a reliable source declared 
the irregularity of his pulse still oc- 
casioned some concern among his in- 
timates. 


Hot packs were being applied to 


|his chest regularly to stimulate hia 


circulation, and Dr. Amanti Milani, 
his physician, was working to prevent 
a spread of the swelling of his legs. 

If the treatment proves effective, 
the holy father may be allowed to 
leave his bed for a time tomorrow. 
He will be compelled to remain in 
an armchair in his bedroom, however, 
as he is still unable to move his 
lower limbs. 

His temperament has rebelled 
against lying in bed. Yesterday and 
today he wanted to get up but Dr. 
Milani decided against that move. 

“Everything is going well,” said a 
verbal bulletin issued this morning. 
“Dr. Milani visited his holiness this 
morning and remains most satisfied.” 

Later in the day the Vatican news- 
paper, Osservatore Romano, asserted 
the pope’s health continued to im- 
prove, but it declared he would have 
to take great care for some days. 

Relatives were not admitted to his 
holiness’ chamber today but they took 
turns in keeping a constant vigil in 
an anteroom. 

Besides his hysician, the holr 
father received only Eugenio Cardinal! 
Pacelli, his secretary of state. 

Since his illness began the holy 
father has heard mass celehrated each 
day in a private chapel adjoining his 
room.

_ A year-end compilation of security 
issues showed that business had ob- 
tained almost $500,000.000 of new 
money during the first nine months of 
1936 for new plants and equipment, 
working capital and development ex- 
penses, 

This compared with a meager $160,- 
000,000 for the same purpose during 
all of 1935.
